Magic Cure" Is Known to Scientists

Thousands of .alcoholics hsve hoped 
tor a "maglo cure" through use of 
the new drug, antabuse. or hor- 
mones or vitamins. 

But leading authorities In the 
field regard them as only helps In 
treatment — sometimes Important 
helps— not cures. 

Science doesn't know (or suni 
why some people can drink a good 
deal (or yenra without apparent oe- 
rlous harm to> themselves, while 
the same drinking over the same 
period turns oUiera Into helplessly 
"compuUIva' alco&ollu.

Intensive research on that ques- 
tion Is going on under giants au- 
thorised by the national research 
council's two-year-old committee on 
the problems of alcohol. 

"The hard but undeniable fact," 
reports Dr. Joseph Hirsh. execuUvo 
secretory of the committee, "la that 
alcoholism could not In the past' 
and cannot at present b« cured , , . 
In the sense that other diseases aro 
cured." 

Hie researchers bellev6 when 
mora Is learned about the cause, or 
causes, of alcoholism— the uncon- 
trollablB dependence on alcohol—

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HIGHWAY BOARD CRITICIZED 

Ifa not aurprislns Umt Idnbo'a new state 
highway board la coming In for^some crltl- 
clsmrcven though It h&s been In existence 
only -alx months. 

The TJmes-Neffi predicted there would he 
oppoalUon to the new board as soon as It was 
set up, bocause prusure groups and politicians 
would not find it so easy to Intimidate a board 
operating; under the state's new hJghway ad- 
ministrative system. 

John Corlctt, political writer for the Boise 
Statesman, started the ball of criticism roll- 
ing in a recent article ataCfnff that "any 
commission has no place In Idaho's cabinet 
form of governniflnt." 

A few newspapers In other communities 
which feel they may have been entitled to 
some special conslderiLtlon In road matters 
have Joined rather feebly In the chorus of 
complaints. 

The criticism, however, docs not alter two 
basic facts; 

1. Commission or no commission, Idaho's 
road system could hardly be administered 
more loosely or Inefllclently than was ap- 
parent for a good number of years under the 
old set-up. From that etandoolnt alone, all 
the argument Is In favor ol the new system 
created by the Ittit seulon of the leRlsIature. 
Zt couldn't be much worse and chances are It 
will work out a lot more effectively; 

3. It should be manifest to everyone In 
Idaho that the new board cannot accomplish 
miracles In six months. To matte a thorough 
survey of the state's road system as a basis 
tor & master program of rood construction 
and maintenance Is no small Job. But that is 
the only method by which the relative Im- 
portance of all blshnays In Idaho can be 
determined. It Is the only approach to a 
program of efllclency, under which roads 
vlU be built and maintained In direct ratio 
to their relative Importance. 

We do not concur in the criticism being 
' directed against the board. Granted that any 
branch of governxnent, particularly one 
starting oat under a new system. Is likely to 
make mistakes, It has been our observation 
that the board members and their director 
have gone about the job conscientiously and 
In a buslness-uko manner. We anticipate, too, 
that In due time the people of Idaho will see 
a vast Improvement over the old system 
which prevailed lor too many years. 

After all. It Is only logical that roads 
should be built wheta there Is the greatest 
demand by actual traffic count, not on the 
basis of which community might be able 
to turn on the most political pressure or 
which political party might happen to be 
In power. 

Meantime, of couiie, until such a master 
plan Is worked out on a long term basis, there 
will be the need for proper maintenance of 
all state roads, and we believe the present 
state highway board is thoroughly capable of 
all those responsibilities. 

It Is one thing to consider Idaho's high- 
ways from a statewide point of view, and 
quite another to be swayed by politics and 
sectional prejudices. The new lioard, we Re- 
lieve, Is familiarizing Itself with the over-all 
picture and In due time will launch out on the 
development of a state highway system that 
will begin to make some sort of sense. 

It might be that thu board. In undertaking 
this great responsibility. Is so preoccuolcd 
with Its work that JJttie attention has been 
paid to so-called publicity and public rela- 
tions— that" for the Bood of the new system 
Itself, the People oI idnho should be better 
Informed as to Just what the board Is doing 
during this preliminary period. 

Perhaps from this staijdpolnt It would bo 
well for the board to select a competent 
secretary at once, whose duties would In-, 
dude Issuing periodic presa releases and 
kteping a closer contact with the public gen- 
eiaJly. 

iti would be fooll-ih to hope, however, that 
oil criticism could be overcome. Even If It 
developed that the new board was working 
out perfectly, there would still be opposition 
from those who arc BcUlsh beyond any rea- 
son in their desire (or roads and those who 
prefer to use the state highway department 
. as a patronage ogcncy through whlcih they 
can pay their political debts. ' . 

It's our guess that time win tell and that 
the people themselves will ilnd they are 
getting more roads lor their money under the 
new set-up. 

And after all. from the people's „ 
point, that's the only thing that coui 
that's the purpose a highway departmi 
supposed to serve.

DEmtorr (NEA) — I have been 
told that Le Sabre probably U the 
best known automobile In the United 
SUtes today.

At Its Paris and Antwerp show- 
ings, Lo Sabre attracted more In- 
terested spectators than any 'auto- 
mobile display I've seen, and lor the 
past 35 years I've made (t my busi- 
ness to attend European shows. 

It never has been our Intention 
to Imply that Le Sabre as .such la 
"tho car of the future." It Is a lab- 
oratory on wheels, and as such Its 
value )a nof In tJie cor Itself but 
In what we will learn from IL 

We knew even before we built It 
thot parts ol It would be Imprac- 
tical for general use, but we knew 
that ■ even there we could learn 
things that would help us build bet- 
ter can In the future. 

We know from experience that 
no matter how fontoaUc an Idea 
may appear to be, It may very well 
Inspire an Important Improvement 
In future automotive design. I can 
remBmber,-/orrJo*tane«^when.Lo- 
Sabre's predecessor was exhibited 
In 1S3B. quite a few people Insisted 
that the electrically actuated con- 
vertible top and door windows would 
be too expensive, require too bulky 
machinery to be practical for stock 
cars. 

You have only to check tho can 
In the street to see how wrong they 
were. Similar doubts were raised 
about push-button ' door latches.' 
fender extensions over the doors 
and toll lamps recessed In rear 
fenden. Those "startling" Innova- 
tions of 1033 design are a conven- 
tional part of today's automobile. 

Our reasoning for bulldlni the 
1B33 carlOid new Le Babre was very 
simple. Thiv«ulfunoblle more than 
inythlng tlu reflecta Uia contem- 
porary feeling ot American people; 
It Illustrates our urge to keep mor- 
InK ahead, to have next yeor'a model 
(his year. The use of our experi- 
mental Le Sabre Is one of the ways 
we keep ahead of the public de- 

Thinking ahead, plotting future 
designs on the drawing board Is not 
enough. Some Ideas that appear 
practicable on paper are not prac- 
ticable In meUl. Some Ideas that 
aeem desirable but Impractical on 
paw can be worked out In the 
actual building. 

We know, for example, that be- 
cause of the expense and scarcity, 
magnesium and alummum are not 
practical to the extent we have used 
them In Le Sabre. Bat at the re- 
sult ot our experiment we may be 
able to make Increasing use of them 
as they become available.

To say that a majority of the 
Europeans ngrec hordly tells the 
■lory. There Is o mood of near des- 
pair. In Uio council's as-iembly halls. 
It la a mood underscored by tho 
dreary Dea!!on,ln Strasbourg, with 
Its damp streets ond misty Rhine 
dividing Pronce ond Gennany. Tho 
city's history contradicts the coun- 
cil's alms: Four times since IB70 It 
ho3 ehonged hands between the 
French and Germans. 

The Europeans acknowledge lhat 
only a unified Europe would be In a 
po.nltlon economically and militarily 
[oTiieenUo Russian thrcatrYctr-in- 
vlcw of the many differences sop- 
orotlns the western nations, tew 
fore.ice the creation of on effective 
union in the near future. 

Prime Minister Churchill of 
BrlUIn may discuss unity with 
President Truman In Washington 
durlnit his January vl.ilt, but UCtle 
hope Is held for striking results. 

Churchill oclunlly was the first to 
ailvocnte European union, while he 
was a member of the opposition In 
porllamenU Tho labor Bovcrnment 
was against It. And now that he 
has rcBolned power, he appears 
to have reverted to the tradltlonol 
British position of Isolation from 
tho continent. 

Prospects are not much brighter 
In Prance. Pew expect tho French 
to agree to tho IntcBratlon of West 
Oerman troops Into a European de- 
fense system, or. that the German 
social democrats will support a lim- 
ited German reormamenL 

Tho uncertttlnUes wcra cleorty 
expressed by Guy MoIIet.Prench eo- 
elallst repre.ientatlvo at Slros- 
bourB, and Carlo Schmidt, vice 
president of tlie West German par- 
liament ot Bonn. 

mo American dcIcJ[atIon, headed 
by Sen. Theodore Green, B»-year- 
old Rhode Island Democrat, came 
hero at the Invitation of tlie coun- 
cil ot Europe. Aim of the visit was 
to afford the conBrcssm^n a better 
understanding of European prob- 
lemi, and to stimulate unity. 
- Instead, the delegation heard 
Paul Reynaud, former French pre- 
mier, declare that Britain "refuses 
to Join such unity movements as 
the European army, now being 
dratted by the nortli Atlantic treaty 



organization, and the Sehuman plan 
for pooling coal ond steel," 

He chorged that Britain Is the 
'main stumbling block to a tulted 
Europe," 

Despite the good will disptoyed 
by tho n. S. lawmakers, and tho 
fervent unity pleas of Senator Mc- 
Mahon, Connecticut Democrat, and 
Humphrey, Minnesota 
Democrat, the view here Is that 
their mission did not produce en- 
eTTtn«glnB results. 

Oreen pointed to the Benelux 
union, the Schumnn plan, and 
the European army proposal as evi- 
dence of what could be done by a 
unified continent. He added that 
many Amerlcoiui feel deeply that 
further 'union Is necessary and that 
tho weatcm powers must somehow

Strasbourg I have seen American in.

Mosl observers here agree that 
Britain Is the prime offender In thta 
regard. According to Robert Booth- 
by, conservative member ot par- 
liament, who la said to be close to 
Churchill, Britain shnply could not 
Join a "purely European political 
federation." 

'Considerations of defen.^e, our 
commonwealUi ties, and the eco- 
nomic Implications of the stcrllns 
area oU preclude It," sold Boothby. 

If It come to a choice between 
Europe and the commonwcnilh, over 
00 per cent of our people would 
choose the commonwealth." 

It Is talk In this vein that hu 
produced the despair of Stroa- 
bourg. Unity seems lost In tho midst 
of the historic Rhine.

Official Raps 
yicious Type • 
Of Insurance 

BOISE, Dec. 70 nn— SEite In- 
surance Commissioner Lto O'Con- 
nell today started a drive to dli- 
courose sale In Idaho to servicemen 
ol what he termed a "moit vlcloui 
type" of automobllo Insurance wlilch 
protects them only white they are 
on mllltAry tnitnllaUons. 

O'Connell said that unrortunaiely, 
under exUtlnn law, he doci not 
have the authority to bar sale ot 
such TBS trie ted policies. He said 
that certain firms were selling such 
restrlctM policies to servicemen be- 
cause of a requirement that It. they 
wJjh to keep sutomoblles on mili- 
tary installations they must have 
liability Insurance. 

Stronily Dlsap proves 

However, O'Connell told thi 
United Preas. he already has made 
known his stions personal feeling of 
dliapprovol for such types of In- 
surance. Me has expressed them to 
Insurance men and al least In one 
case, In a letter to an out-ot-stato 
Insurance firm seillne the policies. 

O'Connell withheld the niune of 
the firm becauso It has the right 
to operate In Idaho under the state's 
laws. However, he made available 
the letUr which siminjiirJzcs his 
atutude. 

Vicious Reifrictloi: 

"From the standpoint of the pub- 
lic." ho UTOte, "I think this U a. 
most vicious type of restriction to 
make available to anyone. 

"In the first place, the reilrlcted 
policy Is not usually sold' properly. 
Such restricted policies have been 
brought to- this ■dopartmcnl by 
soldfen who- hove purc/iasetf Oicm, 
wanting to know what they had 
bought." 

He pointed out that a great many 
soldiers s la Honed at Mountain 
Home jUrbase, which la 4S miles 
from Boise, havo their homes In 
Bolio and drivo back and forth 
each day. Some of these soldiers, he 
Bald, also haul others with them. 
Cites Cue 

"A recent cose Just came to my 
attention hi which a dvlUon work- 
er having a wife and three children 
and employed at the Mountain 
Home alrbase was riding to work 
one momJne with a soldier and Iho 
car was wrecked and tho worker 
was killed." O'Connell wrote. "The 
policy which the soldier had and 
whic h he claims he- did not realiu 
TTOUl cl*nDt-aliKnJn)t«c C~whll o- coin g- 
to the aUbaie and coming from the 
air base, was a restricted policy 
and not even modlcal payments were 
available. The soldier who had some 
property may loso It to tho worker's 
ramtly." 

And, O'Connell added, the pre- 
mium for tho restricted police Is 
"very ]lttao less" than for a aland- 
ard policy.

Joe DiMaggio, Praised by Players, Fans, 
Shied Away From Prominence of Stardom

NEW YORK, Dec. 30 (U.PJ — 'The 
best boll plnyer I ever, saw." said Ted 
Williams, "is Joe DiMaggio." 

Praise from Coesnr la praise In- 
deed, but Joe DlMagglo earned 
much of It from 'other great stars 
during his 13 years In the big 
leagues. Joe himself cites as his 
greatest accomplishment— and thrlU' 
—his ca-game hltUng streak ot 1041, 

In all ot his baseball years, Dl- 
Magglo failed to hit JOO only once. 
Twice he led the league; In with 
jst ond the next year .with J53. 
Twice he was the homerun king. In 
1037 with 46 and 104B with 30. Thir- 
teen times he was picked on the all- 
star teoni. Ten times he played ii 
the worldl series. 

It was quite a career. But It took 
its toll. 

DlMagglo -came to the big leagues 
B suspicious ond shy youngster 
picked up ffrept poise, as a person 
as well aa a ball player. But be 



always remained the cu let. "loner," 
who was patient and kind to fans, 
yet fled from them nt first oppor- 
tunity. 

His gwd friends became men out 
of sports— a ticket broker named 
George Solotalre. a restaurant own- 
er named Toots Shor. On the rood 
with the dlub Joe was a pal of Joe 
Page, but shied away from the other 
players. 

When tilings were good. Joe was 
hsppy. When things were bod— and 
he had slumps which ate away at 
his good 'nature— ha was morose. 

For a man who wanted to be 
alone, the boseball hero's rple was 
tough. Often he would sit for hours 
m the dressing room at Yankee 
sUdlum, trying to wait out the auto- 
graph hunters who clamored at the 
players' entionce. Yet they were ol- 
woys th'ero when ho left, and ha 
algtitd the oulographs imcomploln- 
ingly. 

DlMagglo wot ireatly rttpected by 



the boll players, ond his Yankee 
teonunatca often went to him lor 
Advice. When he'd take his crack at 
the batting cage, other players 
would haJ! ihclr a-orkouta to watch.* 

For one thing, hs had such come- 
back greotnesa.' The "goodbye" Job 
murmured at his press conferenca 
lost iteck won not his first swan 
soni. Xhey wrote him off several 
Umu belore that. For one thing, 
there was the heel Injury of 1D4D. It 
kept OlMatglo out ot the lineup hall 
the lenson. 

When he flnolly returned— In time 
for a crucial aerlu against the Red 
Sox-ho hit. key homeruns three 
tines In three gomes. 

ZverywhcTfl DIMaffglo went, 
wsi foUoved by crowds— to a rea- 
touront, to the movies, to the barber 
shop. He nara tha mantle of fame 
well it not gladly. He earned It 
tlifi ploylnf field, and kept earning 
It Ions otter It woo his.
